Examination showed that 
Deatherage’s skull had been 
crushed by heavy blows, and that 
he had been dead about five days. 


A broken tree limb. on which 
there was blod and hair, found 
near the body, apparently was the 
murder instrument. The fact that 
the dead man's wallet was miss- 
ing, and that there were only six 
cents in his pockets, indicated rob- 


bery as the probable motive for 
the killing. 


Married Three Days. 

Deatherage, who was 28 years 
old, was last seen alive by his 
bride of three days, Mrs. Dorothy 
Shoemake Deatherage, last Sun- 
day evening when he left her at 
their rooming house, 4034A Olive 
street, and reported for work. His 
taxicab was found abandoned Mon- 
day morning in the 400 block of 
North Boyle avenue, three blocks 
from the rooming house. 

Inquiry at the Laclede Cab Co. 
developed that repeated efforts by 
the dispatcher to reach Deatherage 
Sunday midnight over two-way 
radio, with which the taxicab was 
equipped, were unsuccessful. When 
the taxicab was found the radio 
receiver was off the hook. The 
speedometer reading showed the 
machine had traveled 85 miles. 
The last trip recorded by the 
driver on his trip ticket was from 
a downtown bus terminal to Maple 
place, with no time given.

"| LIVING COST LEAPS 


2.2 PCT. IN MONTH 
TO A NEW RECORD 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (UP)— 
The Department of Labor said to- 


day the cost of living went up 2.2 
per cent between mid-August and 
mid-September to a new record 
high. 

Using the years 1935-1939 as a 
base index of 100, the department 
said that in mid-August the figure 
had reached 160.3 points and by 
mid-September had risen to 163.8 
points. This was a rise of 3.5 
points, an increase of 2.2 per cent, 
the department said. 

The department said that, in 

general, prices for all major com- 
modity groups—food, rents, cloth- 
ing, fuel and house furnishings— 
increased during the month. 
As of last Sept. 15, the depart- 
ment said, average retail prices 
for the things bought by “mode- 
rate-income city families” were 
12.3 per cent higher than a year 
earlier and nearly 23 per cent 
above June 1946 when most price 
controls were abandoned. 

The department sajd that food, 
with a 3.6 per cent increase, led 
the over-all] hike in the cost of 
living. It said that average retail 
food prices last Sept. 15 were 
nearly 40 per cent above the las 
days of OPA and 10 per cent 
above the June 1920 peak follow- 
* jing World War I. 

Higher prices for living room 
and bedroom furniture, bedding, 
dinnerware, refrigerators, washing 
machines and other electrical ap- 
pliances increased an average of 
1.8 per cont during the month to 
a level per cent above June 
1946,” the department reported, 

Residential” rents increased an 
average of 2.2 per cent and cloth- | 
ing, fuel and miscellaneous items 
advanced less than one per cent 
each. 

The Associated Press weighted 
wholesale price index for yester- 
day showed a record high of 
201.55 compared with 199.55 a week 
ago and 162,79 a year ago. 


33 MILLION ESTATE 
IS LEFT BY SON OF | 


CHICAGO, Nov. 22 (APF) — Stan- 
ley McCormick, incompetent son 
of Cyrus H. McCormick, inventor 
of the reaper, left an estate of 
$33,496,179.62, an inheritance tax 
return showed today. 

The return, filed in the county 
court, estimated $21,620,160 of the 
estate would go into payment of 
Federal inheritance taxes and $1,- 
397,875 into State inheritance 
taxes, 

McCormick's will, written in 
longhand on a single sheet of 
paper in Geneva, Switzerland, 
Sept. 15, 1904, left the estate to 
his wife, Mrs. Katherine Dexter 
McCormick of Chicago. 

McCormick, who was adjudged 
incompetent in 1909, died in Santa 
Barbara, Calif., Jan. 19 at the age 
of 72. 

Nearly half of the estate con- 
sisted of stock in International 
Harvester Co. which he had 
helped to develop to manufacture 
and sell his father’s invention. 
His common stock holdings are 
worth $15,751,440 and preferred 
$1,166,592. The balance of the es- 
tate was in cash, bonds, mort- 
gages, notes and rea] estate,

If everyone knows that defendants have some- 
thing to hide when they stand on their constitu- 
tional rights, why do juries not know it without 
having it pointed out to them by prosecutors? 
It seems to us that Mr. Williamson carries his 
argument so far that he answers himself. 

It may be that now and then someone is not 
convicted because the prosecutor cannot get him 
on the stand and shoot questions at him. But 
that is less harmful to our society than that tra- 
ditional safeguards of freedom of conscience 
should be removed. Resourceful prosecutors 
who make the most of evidence seldom see their 
cases fall on this point alone. 

We fully agree with Mr. Williamson that 
criminal lawyer blocs in legielatures have pre- 
vented needed refor in criminal procedure. 
This has been flagrantly so in Missouri. But 
the probability is that if al) the loopholes are 
plugged up, no prosecutor will need to lament 
his inability to put a criminal defendant on the 
stand. He will have been able to establish guilt 
—if the defendant is guilty—without invasion 
of the cherished protection against self-incrim- 
ination. 
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Dream World, and a Bargain 

One of the most fascinating dream worlds now 
going the rounds is that of Previews, Inc., a New 
York real estate organization, There's no hous- 
ing Shortage if You Can Afford a Bargain,” says 
the company, offering, in proof, photographs of 
32 houses available for purchase at prices rang- 
ing between $23,000 and $350,000. 

Note, if you please, the fine detachment of 
this dream world, Observe its cobweb-thin in- 
tangibleness. This is a world inhabited by mil- 
lionaires, in which people who can afford only 
$23,000 homes are the underprivileged. The 
poor live in attractive suburban homes of four 
rooms with beautiful lawns and many shade 


trees. At Christmas time baskets of roast turkey 
smothered in $20 bills are perhaps taken to them 


by the more fortunate, who live in French Nor- 
man residences with 23 rooms and six baths 
surrounded by 22-acre forested estates. 

If you are not a citizen of this world you ob- 
viously don’t matter. You probably can't afford 
a bargain. It is even possible that for you there 


- is a housing shortage. If so, that is not only 


something else again, it is another world en- 
tirely. So out you go, before you spoil the 
dream quiet of the Italian cut-stone dwelling 
and the superb Mediterranean villa. And don't 
slam the platinum and diamond-encrusted gate 
behind you. 
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The CED’s Proposal 

The Committee for Economic Development 
proposes a six-billion-dollar cut in federal taxes. 
It contends that four billion would still be left 
for foreign aid, and three billion to reduce the 
national debt. The “business liberals” of CED 
have said wise things in the brief life of their 
organization, but is this wise? 

The CED is extremely optimistic about both 
the high level of federal receipts and the low 
cost of the Marshall plan. Unless CED offers 
some powerful antidote (which it does not), six 
billion dollars’ tax reduction would be pouring 
so much gasoline on the fires of inflation. It 
contends that lower taxes would cause an ex- 
pansion of industrial capacity. That proposition 
is debatable, but even if it is true, the greater 
amount of the six billion would flow into the 
pockets of persons with small incomes. Such 
people rarely have money to invest in industry. 


A large part of the tax cut would go. into their 
consumer spending, into bidding the prices of 
goods still higher. 

Suppose, as CED does, that the Government 
actually would come out with a nine-billion- 
dollar surplus at present tax rates. Is it un- 
reasonable to apply the whole amount against 
the debt which is still near a quarter-trillion 
dollars? Is there prudence in a public finance 
that does not retire debt as fast as it can when 
everyone has a job and business is making 


record profits?

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The Steel Umbrella 


While the American Iron and Steel Institute 
floods the mail with pfopaganda boasting of the 
fine job steel is doing, the Federal Trade Com- 
mission repeats and expands its charges that the 
industry is forestalling increases in production 
facilities. The commission also renewg its 
charges that the basing-point system prevents 


price competition. 


The basing-point system is the device which 
the steel industry employs to charge steel users 
over large regions the same price, regardless of 
what mill they buy from or how close they are 
situated to a mill. 

A St. Louis purchaser of steel sheets, plates 
or shapes pays the same delivered price for steel 
bought from the local Granite City Steel Co. 
that he would pay for the same product from a 
Chicago plant. This scheme prevents Granite 
City Steel, or Laclede Steel, from utilizing its 
freight advantage to gain a larger share of the 
local market. In return, the local firms are pro- 
tected from a price squeeze by plants which may 
have lower production costs. 

It is all very neat and cozy and directly op- 
posed to the free-enterprise principles about 
which the National Association of Manufacturers 
and the United States Chamber of Commerce 
pass eloquent resolutions. 

The system is especially onerous just now. 
When all steel companies charge the same de- 
livered price, they naturally prefer to sell as 
much as possible of their output to nearby users 
in order to increase their net return. Since the 
steel shortage makes it possible for most of them 
to dispose of their product fairly close to home, 
fabricators situated far away from steel centers 
are likely to whistle for steel. 

The Federal Trade Commission is embarked 
on a fine mission.

James K. Pollock, former political adviser to 
Gen. Clay, says in effect that, if Germany is not 
reunited, “we might as well dig in and prepare 
for inevitable conflict.”

Does Mr. Pollock suggest that the Russians 
be induced to take the first step toward giving 


up control of the portion of Germany which 


they occupy? The very thought is unreal. The 
Soviets know what it is to have the German heel 
on their land, they know what it is to push that 
heel back an inch at a time. They are in Ger- 
many with a purpose and not to recognize it 
fully is to be naive. 

But it is not necessary to wait for the Russians 
to come into a genuine four-power administration 
of Germany to show what real co-ordination can 
achieve. If the United States, Britain and France 
will do what they want Russia to do, the whole 
of Western Germany can be made into a demon- 
stration of the wisdom and justice of a co-ordi- 
nated Germany. 

In any event, economic co-ordinated Germany 


and politically centralized Germany are two dif- 


ferent things. The former is desirable, the lat- 
ter highly undesirable. A strongly centralized 
political system would be a dangerous machine 
in the -hands of Communist aggressors, either 
avowed or hidden. 

Men like Mr. Pollock know too much about 
the perplexities of the German problem to over- 
simplify it. A remark that we must reunite 
Germany or dig in for war is such an oversimpli- 
fication.

The laws of Missouri (Section 4082 Re- 
vised Statutes 1939) state that “If the ac- 
cused shall not avail himself of the right 
to testify in the trial of the case, it shall 
not... be referred to by any attorney in 
the case.” 

To every person who has ever been a 
Prosecuting Attorney in Missouri, these 
lines recall criminal prosecution in which 
the defendant, with a record of prior con- 
victions, did not take the witness stand 
because his lawyers knew that if he did 
the prosecutor would elicit from him, or 
cause him to commit perjury, and then 
prove by independent means the fact of 
the prior convictions, and thus do him great 
harm with the jury trying him. 

When a defendant fails “to avail himself 
of the right to testify,” in the utterly mis- 
leading and rather pussy-cat language of 
the statute, it is because he has something 
to hide—usually a bad record. All people 
connected with law enforcement know it; 
all newspapers know it, but unfortunately 
very few juries ever seem to realize it. 


Escape for Criminals 


And Section 4082 absolutely forbids a 
Prosecuting Attorney to mention that high- 
ly significant fact to the jury, which seems 
to think it perfectly natural that a man on 
trial for a serious offense, proof of which 
may mean capital punishment or long years 
of imprisonment, not even take the stand 
to deny the charges brought against him! 


With its hands tied by Section 4082, the 
State fails in many a criminal prosecution 
Which would otherwise succeed, and many 
a criminal walks out of a courtroom a free 
man — to perpetrate more crime, to be 
hauled into court, to seek refuge again be- 
hind the immunity of Section 4082, ad 
infinitum! 

Four states—New Jersey, Ohio, Vermont 
and California—do not have a statute sim- 
flar to our 4082, and they do permit a pros- 
ecutor to comment to the jury on the fail- 
ure of a defendant in a criminal case to 
take the witness stand in his own behalf. 
More than 40 years ago the Supreme Court 
of the United States, in the case of Twin- 
ing vs. New Jersey, 211 U.S. 98, established 
the right of any state to pass a law giv- 
ing a public prosecutor the right to com- 
ment to the jury on the failure of a de- 
fendant in a criminal case to testify. 


Adamson Case Cited 


This state right was reaffirmed by the 
highest court on June 23, 1947, in Adamson 
vs. People of California, 67 S. CT. 1672. In 
that opinion, Justice Reed said: 


“However sound may be the legislative 
conclusion that an accused should not be 
compelled in any criminal case to be a wit- 
ness against himself, we see no reason why 
comment should not be made upon his si- 
lence. It seems quite natural that when a 
defendant has opportunity to deny or ex- 
plain facts and determines not to do 80, 
the prosecution should bring out the 
strength of the evidence by commenting 
upon defendant’s failure to explain or deny 
it, 

“The prosecution evidence may be of 
facts that may be beyond the knowledge 
of the accused. If so, his failure to testi- 
fy would have little if any weight. But the 
facts may be such as are necessarily in the 


¢ 


knowledge of the accused. In that case a 
failure to explain would point to an inabil- 
ity to explain, 

“It is true that if comment were forbid- 
den, an accused in this situation could 
remain silent and avoid evidence of former 
crimes ‘and comment upon his failure to 
testify. We are of the view, however, that 
a state may control such a situation in ac- 
cordance with its own ideas of the most 
efficient administration of criminal jus- 
tice.. The purpose of due process is not 
to protect an accused against a proper con- 
viction but against an unfair conviction, 


When evidence is before a jury that threat- 


ens conviction, it does not seem unfair to 
require him to choose between leaving the 
adverse evidence unexplained and subject- 
ing himself to impeachment through dis- 


closure of former crimes.” 


Are 44 States Wrong? 


The above excerpts express a sane and 
reasonable attitude which cannot fail to 
carry conviction in the minds of unpreju- 
diced people. Why then do 44 states, in- 
cluding Missouri, which adopted the law 
in 1877, throw this protection around per- 
sons accused of crime? The answer is 
perfectly obvious, and it is that constitu- 
tional conventions and Legislatures, dom- 
inated as they invariably are by criminal 
lawyers, wrote this immunity in order to 
make the defense of criminals easier. 

This was done, not for the sake of the 
criminal, but for the criminal lawyer. And 
if any movement was begun to remove this 
immunity, every criminal lawyer in Mis- 
souri, inspired by his own self-interest, 
would work unremittingly to preserve it. 

Within the past few years, Missouri, 
through its new Constitution and through 
statutory legislation, has done a great deal 
to improve its legal processes. An amend- 
ment of Section 4082 permitting a Prose- 
cuting Attorney in the trial of a criminal 
case to comment to the jury upon the fail- 
ure of the defendant to testify would be 
another step in what is, for the genéral 
public, definitely the right direction.

“One guess in explanation,” said 
Dr. Shapley, “is a difference in 
chemistry of the small cloud stars.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (UP)— 
Former Senator James J. Davis, 
a Welsh-born immigrant who came 
up the hard way from steel pud- 
dler to legislator and Cabinet 
member, died early today. He 


was 74 years old. 
The famous “Puddler Jim” of 


Pennsylvania Republicanism had 
been confined to the Washington 
Sanitorium in nearby Takoma 
Park, Md., since September. He 
was sufering from a kidney all- 
ment. 

For 20 years a power in Re- 
publican politics, Davis was Sec- 
retary of Labor under three Presi- 
dents, and a Senator from 1930 
until 1944. Since his defeat in 
1944 by Democratic Senator Fran- 
cis J. Myers, he had lived in re- 
tirement here and at his Pitts- 
burgh home. 

Five Children. 

His wife died in 1940. Two of 
his four daughters lived with him 
in Washington. A son, James Jr., 
is a lawyer in Philadelphia. 

Davis was a conservative po- 
litically, an isolationist, a high tar- 
iff man and, despite his foreign 
birth, an advocate of steep immi- 
gration barriers. He was a bitter 
opponent of the Roosevelt New 
Deal. 

During World War II, Davis 
turned his back on isolationism 
after voting against the Draft 
Act, Lend-Lease, and many other 
war preparation measures, Later, 


he came out strongly for a post- 


war international organization 
with the means to enforce peace: 

Davis got his first political 
“break” because of his lodge work. 
“Puddler Jim” was following his 
natural tendency to “join” when 
he became a member of the Loyal 
Order of Moose at Crawfordsville, 
Ind., in 1906. 

Moose officials, alarmed at the 
shaky condition of the organiza- 
tion, were happy to approve the 
reorganization plan submitted by 
member No, 247, The plan worked, 
Within 40 years the Moose totalled 
almost 700,000 members.

| WASHINGTON, Nov, 22 (UP)— 
This capital was speculating today 
that the Administration finally be- 
came a little bit fed up with Gen. 
Eisenhower. 

Maybe not. But why did Presi- 
dent Truman name a successor to 
Gen. Eisenhower so long before 
the chief of staff has indicated he 
would retire, and then remark 
that when the change took place 
would be up to Ike? Washington 
is puzzling over that one like 
crazy. 

Gen. Omar N. Bradley was 
named by Truman yesterday as 
Eisenhower's successor. He rejoins 
the Army Dec. 1 and takes a 
month’s leave. Thereafter, in ef- 
fect, he will be standing outside 
Ike’s office waiting to sit down in 
his chair, There doesn’t seem to 
have been any emergency, either, 
in filling Bradley’s spot as Admin- 
istrator of Veterans’ Affairs. 

Carl R. Gray Jr., vice president 
of the Chicago & North Western 
Railway, will succeed Bradley, but 
not until about Jan. 1. 

Bradley Inspection Tour. 

The only surface explanation of 
the early Bradley announcement 
was that he wanted to make an 
inspection of military establish- 
ments around the United States 
before taking over as Army chief 
of staff. That makes sense, all 
right, but Bradley began that in- 
spection business some time ago 
with a tour of our European army 
of occupation. He did that and 
remained as Veterans’ Adminis- 
trator, too. 

Bradley and Eisenhower are 
good friends. Truman genuinely 
admires both men as soldiers. But 
for better or worse, Gen. Ike is in 
politics. A lot of Republicans want 
to nominate him for President 
next year. And a lot of Repub- 
licans—and some Democrats—are 
of the opinion he would beat the 
ears off Truman if they opposed 
each other in next November's 
election. 

Gen. Ike has had a number of 
chances to do so, but he hasn't 
quite been able to say the words 
which would remove him abso- 
lutely from political consideration. 
I do not pretend to know what 
Truman thinks about that. But 
some of the President’s friends 
have said pretty frankly that Ike 
looks like a candidate to them. 
They go further to remark that, if 
he is even remotely available for 
political office, he should get out 
of the Army and into his civilian 
job as president of New York's 
Columbia University. 

Some of Truman's political as- 
sociatea told reporters they were 
glad the President announced his 
selection of Bradley to be chief 
of staff, They think it will clear 
the air. 

When Eisenhower's acceptance 
of the Columbia University post 
was announced last June, the War 
Department said Truman had con- 
sented to the acceptance “at such 
time as Gen. Eisenhower's official 
superiors release him from the 
Army.” 

“While this date cannot be ac- 
curately foreseen,” the department

“I 
haven't seen Gen, Bradley since 1 
left him in Germany in 1945,” 
Gray said, “It will be good to talk 
to him again.” 

Gray is 58 years old, He has a 
son and a daughter, both grown, 
and five grandchildren.

The orchestra had a solid depth 
of sound all through the concerto, 
together with the requisite bril- 
liance and virility. Synehroniza- 
tion with the piano, however, was 
not always what it should have 
been, Late entrances by the 
orchestra made a number of ex- 
posed parts sound ragged. 

The audience received the per- 
formance with considerable en- 
thusiasm—enough, in fact, to jus- 
tify two encores by the soloist, 
He played a Liszt-Busoni arrange- 
ment of a Paganini caprice and @

EX-CASHIER GETS 10 YEARS;

Lawyer Says Public Has In- 
terest in Settlement of 
Labor Disputes. 


The courts may refuse to rec- 
ognize clauses in contracts be- 
tween unions and management 
which attempt to “contract away” 
penalty provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley law, Thomas R. Mulroy, 
Chicago labor relations attorney, 
said here last night. He spoke at 
a meeting of the Illinois Manu- 
facturers’ Association, southern 
division, at the Missouri Athletic 
Club, 

He said it is possible that the 
courts, on the ground of public 
policy, may reject clauses. which 
“presume to bar court actions for 
breach of contract, or which set 
up arbitration as the exclusive 
remedy between the parties.” 

“The public has a deep interest 
in the peaceful determination of 
labor disputes,” Mulroy asserted, 
“and with that end in view has a 
vested right to have the law of 
the land enforced in accordance 
with its terms. The issue would 
be, in effect, between the Federal 
Government (represented by the 
Labor Board) and the offending 
union or employer, 

“The controversy is not to vin- 
dicate a private right but to give 
effect to the public policy as enun- 
ciated by Congress in the new 
labor law, namely, the avoidance 
of ‘industrial strife which inter- 
feres with the normal flow of 
commerce.’ It is well settled, for 
example, that neither individuals 
nor their representatives could 
effectively waive benefits arising 
under the Wagner Act.”

I had about $200 in muster- 
ing out pay, but that ran out in 
September.” 

Although reminded numerous 
jobs were listed daily in the help 
wanted columns, Snyder insisted 
he had been unable to find work. 
Asked whether his 10 brothers 
and sisters would have helped * 
he whispered “yes,” but refused 
say why he hadn't —ä—— et 
Since September, he said he had 
eaten only every two days, some- 
times less frequently). 


His brother, Richard, took Joe 
to live with him two weeks ago 
but Joe slept on the floor because 
there was only one bed.

Eating in Such Places Said 
to Encourage Disregard of 
Food-Saving Measures. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 22 (AP)— 
Soldiers, sailors and airmen are 
being told not to eat in civilian 
restaurants that disregard the 
President's “meatless Tuesday” re- 
quest. 


The current issue of the publi- 
cation Armed Forces Talk, dis- 
tributed for use of commanders in 
informing troops, is devoted to 
discussion of the world food sit- 
uation and methods of combatting 
the shortage.

EMOGLOBIN is the name giv-

The red color in the 
urine of extensively burned pa- 
tients is, therefore, not a good 
sign, and calls for energetic and 
specific treatment of the burned 
case, even though ‘the patient may 
appear to be recovering well.

ONE OF THE remarks in this 
pamphiet that interested me was 
that “overrating our leaders not 
only burdens them but, perhaps 
of even greater importance, de- 
tracts from the dignity and status 
of everybody below.” That seems 
to me something which in a de- 
mocracy we should take to heart. 
While it is frequently said that 
every man is a leader in the 
framework of democracy, we are 
rather apt to lean too heavily 
upon our leaders and expect them 
to bear our burdens for us, 

In Quaker language, what 
they’ve tried to do is “to develop 
a group willingness to accept 
unanimously what appears to be 
a balanced judgment of a major- 
ity or of the best informed.” I 
Wish we were all so. disciplined 
that we could get to the “sense 
of the meeting” and accept it, cut- 
ting down some of the arguments 
and bickerings which seem to 
trouble so greatly many of the 
people who visit the United Na- 
tions meetings. Younger people, 
particularly, who come to listen 
seem to be impressed by the 
acrimonious discussions, and to 
wonder whether people who seem 
to make so little effort to under- 
stand each other can ever really 
come to solutions which will be 
helpful to mankind.

RYSTALLINE candy such as 
5 fudge is always cooked to the 

soft ball stage, but this soft 
ball stage varies in different mix- 
tures because the ingredients 
vary. Notice the soft ball stage 
in plain fudge is reached at 234 
degrees. Here is the practical way 
to make the soft ball test: 

Into a cupful (or more) of cold 
but not iced water, let fall sev- 
eral drops of the boiling hot can- 
dy. Test immediately by form- 
ing the drops into a ball with the 
fingers. At the soft ball stage, 
the drops will form a ball that 
can just be picked up but will 
collapse when removed from the 
water, At the medium ball stage, 
the dall in water will be fairly 
firm, but will lose its shape when 
lifted out; at the firm ball stage, 
the ball in the water has a putty 
like feel and holds its shape out 
of water. At the hard ball stage, 
the ball when removed from the 
water will be hard enough to 
make a cracking sound when tap- 
ped against a plate. 

PLAIN FUDGE ‘ 

Two squares unsweetened choco- 
late two cups sugar, one cup milk, 
one teaspoon light corn sirup, one 
fourth teaspoon salt, two table- 
spaons butter, one teaspoon va- 
nilla, one half cup chopped nuts. 

Put the broken chocolate, milk 
and corn sirup into a three-quart 
saucepan, preferably a heavy one. 
Place over heat, and with constant 
stirring cook until chocolate is 
melted and mixture just stands 
to boil. Have sugar and salt 
blended and pour this in a steady 
stream right into the center of 
the liquid with gentle stirring in 
the center of the pan. hen 
sugar is dissolved, continue to 
cook with occasional stirring to 
the soft ball stage (234 degrees), 
Remove immediately from heat 
and place on cake rack and cool 
without stirring to lukewarm 
stage. 
beat until fudge begins to lose its 
shine and stiffen. Stir in nuts 
quickly and turn into a buttered 
8-inch cake or pie plate. Press 
into a uniform layer and mark 
in squares. Makes one and one- 
fourth pound.

Obviously, the answer was an em- 
phatic. yes, but South did not ar- 
rive at that answer. He thought 
it inconceivable, and that 
his only chance was to East 
with the blank heart king, he put 
up dummy’s ace. That was bad! 

West’s lead was not only brik 
liant, it was also sound. The bid- 
ding had told West all too clearly 
that the heart ace was not under 
but over his king. North's open- 
ing two no trump had suggested 
this; his five-no-trump response 
to the Blackwood four no trump 
had confirmed it. Hence, the only 
way that West could hope to 
make the king was to throw dust 
in the declarer’s eyes. 


How It Started

“TO STAND IN ONE'S OWN 
LIGHT” 


NOTHER way of saying that 

you prejudice your own 

chances is that you stand in 
your: own light. 

The phrase is a poetic one, and 
it was a dramatist and poet, the 
Englishman, Lyly, from whose use 
of it in his famous Bupheus, pub- 
lished in 1579, English s has 
been enriched wi meta- 
phor. Lyly’s contest is as follows: 
“Heere ye may behold Gentiemen, 
how loaudly wit standeth in his 
owne light. 

Repeated use was given to the 
expression in early 17th century 
English literature, and then we 
come to its inclusion, under date 
of 1737, by Swift, in his “Polite 
Conversation”: Lady .: Mr. Nev- 
erout, methinks you stand in your 
own light. 

Neverout: Ah! Madam, I have 
done so all my life.” 

The reader who inquired for the 
history of this saying will have 
no difficulty in finding it, after 
Swift, as an idiomatic expression,
